, Dsn fresh water. Water which baa 
stood in un open diab over night abonld 
not be used for cooking or drinking, 
OS it will have nlisorbed many foul gaseo. 

Mix a little carbonate of soda with the 
wa*er in which flowera are imineraed, 
and it will preserve them tor a fortnight. 
Common saltpeter is also a very good 
preservative. 

Common soda is excellent for acourins 
tin, as it will nut scratch the tin, ana 
will make it look like new. Apply with 
a piece of moistened newspaper aad 
polish with a dry piece. \t^iod aabea 
are a good substitute. 

Take a now flower pot, wash it clean, 
wrap in a wet cloth, and set over bntter, 
will keep it as hard as if nn ice. Milk, 
if put into an earthen can, or eren a tin 
one, will keep sweet for a Ung time, ii 
well wrappfBd in a wet cloth. ' ' 

STBoxa liAvaNDEB Watib,— Take of 
English oil of lavender, two drama: ea- 
sence of bergomut, one dram and a n^: 
essence of ombergi-is and millaflenr, ol 
each one dram; giahi musk, three 
grains ; reotifled spirits ot wine, half a 
pint. Mix. 

To Deotroy Asra — Take oarbolia 
acid diluted with water — take one part 
acid to ton parts water — and wi£a 
syringe throw this liquid into alltiw 
cracks and holea where they Oealk aad 
auta will soon vanish. Cookroaohea aia 
also driven away by it. 

PsBFeUBD POWDKB FOB BoXM Um 

DBA WEiia— Coriander powder, Floran- 
tine orris powder, powdered roae-leavea, 
powdered sweet-scented flag-root, of 
each two ounces ; lavender flowers pow- 
dered, four ounces a nfik, mMaornpte; 
powder of sandalwood, ona : tuAm, 
Mix all together. 

Odbuho Fluid fob thk Haib. — Gum 
tragacantb, one ounce ; rose water, one 
pint ; let the gum soak in the rose water 
for forty-eight hours, tlieu squeeze the 
whole through muslin or a coarse cloth, 
and it ia fit for use. It should be ap- 
plied to the ringlets with a soft cnu- 
bmsh, and, aa it driea^ the property, of 
the fluid will become apparent. 

To Rkmove Oiit-Stains phom Booxa. 
—If the stains am ext-Jiibive, roll up each 
lei^ and insert it into a widc-moatbed 
iHittle half full of snlpborio etlfar, aqd 
shake it gently np and down for a mia- 
ute. On its removal, the stains will be 
found to have disappcanxl. The ether 
rapidly evaporates from the paper, and a 
single waahing in cold water la att thath 
afteiirard required. 

To OuuH Mibrobs.— Taka a ntnw 
{>aper or part of one, according to tha 

size of tlio gla.ss. Fold it small and dip 
it into a basin of clean cold water; when 
thoroughly wet squeeze it out in your 
hand aa yoa would a iponge, and then 
mb it hud all over the faoe At the ghM, 
taking core that it is not so wet aa to mn 
down in streams. In fact, the paper must 
only be completely moistened or damp- 
ened all through. After the ghua baa 
been well rubbed with wet paper, let it 
rest for a few minutes, and then go over 
it with a fresh dry newspMier (folded 
small in your hand) till it loob clear and 
bright^ which it will ahncat inuiedbtely 
and with.no farther trouble. Thia meth- 
od, simple as it, is the beat and moat 
expeditious for cleaning mirrors, and it 
will be found so on trial— giving a clean- 
ness and polish that can be pr«inoed hj 
no other process.

He was a tall, athletic 
and hale man, with the ateot^MpriMe ot 
an Jndian and the mien of imamSata. 
He was, in the main, a man of fair im- 
pulse and i-oyul generiwity when calm ; 
but, when angered, ho was insatiably 
ccoel to his slaves. - Qea. Kenne^ died 
in 183ti, and left the bulk of his prop- 
erty to lii.-i son Thomas, then aliout !i0 
vi lira old. In three years the young 
mnii hod run thivugh mere 
than a great fortune, and. was 
dead at the very outset of his career. 
.Among the slaves left in his estates was 
an intelligent, high-strung in l.iriKin lioy, 
named Lewis Olurko, who had been 
granted comparatiTe fkvedom, in being 
allowod to travel about with an open 
pass, trading, weaving and occupying 
himself as he jiK iu-ieil, paying his master 
a certain sum every month. When the 
estate eama to be aettled, it was disoov- 
•nd that some of the shtvea must Iw 
sold, and an exe.-utiou was issued 
against Lewis among the others. "The

Bailey, who publislied the Fhilanthm- 
put in Cinomnati, had been pennaded 
to move to Washington city about 1818 
or 1850, where he established an eman- 
cipationist organ, the yational Kra. 
Be thtmght if he could get some woman 
tt JttiWT. mmtatta^ and abiUty to 
wtlle la ^MMWt^ wCkiea for his paper 
evWy week on the snbjeet of slavery 
and its violation of the finest senti- 
ments, that it would revive pabUo in- 
tareat aadeanrUa pi^ to people it 
had nem- reached twfore. The names 
of Mrs. Iiydia M. Child and others were 
proiMist.'d, but not accepted, Lewis 
Tappan, who waa one of Uie oounselors, 
flaaUy aiWhfl tnaw one woaan who 
eonMf dgtW '< «t mw B»afnlly, that she 
was gxHir and must be paid for it, but 
that she w.iuld succeed.

He tliought if he could get some woman 
of Uterary reputation and ability to 
wriks a oeriee^f artidet f or Ua MMr 
ev«ry WMk' dn the aobfeot' of klave^ 
and its violatitm of the finest senti- 
ments, that it would revive i>ublic in- 
tereat and carry his paper to people it 
had never reached belcn. The names 
of HiB. Lydia H. Child and olbera were 
proposed, bnt not acoepted. Lewis 
Ta|>pan, who was one ot the eMmaelan, 
finally saidM.kn«« of ooe WMUn who 
oould dvtM'MMWMfsfnlly, that she 
was poor and mnst be paid for it, bnt 
that she would suceee<l. He then men- 
tioned Mrs. titowe, and advised Dr. 
Bailey to write to her, and, by way of 
aameat, inoloae Imc- a dealt for $100.
